E.L.H.S.  offers  a unique  course  to  its  upperclassmen  and  women  to  prepare  them  for  the  establish- 
ment of  their  own  homes.  Child  Development  was  designed  to  develop  a constructive  relationship 
between  parents  and  children. 

The  girls  involved  in  the  course  study  child  development  from  the  prenatal  stage  to  pre-adolescence. 

This  year  the  class,  prompted  by  Miss  Chmielewski,  eagerly  invited  some  preschool  children  to  their 
child  development  class.  The  girls  made  toys  for  the  children  to  play  with  and  some  even  brought 
gifts  for  them  as  Christmas  presents.  The  girls  in  the  two  classes  were  separated  into  different 
groups.  Each  group  had  a job  to  do.  There  were  games  to  be  planned  and  refreshments  to  be  made. 

A free  play  period  was  set  up  so  that  the  children  could  get  used  to  each  other  by  associating  with 
each  other.  Then  they  had  group  games  and  singing. 

This  project  worked  out  very  well.  Not  only  for  the  children,  but  for  the  students  as  well.  It  gave  the 
girls  a chance  to  observe  w hat  they  had  been  studying  about  children’s  behavior.
